GEHRING—WILEY. 


In the editorial department of 
the Review of Reviews for July,

Prospects of Reaching the North 
■: Pole. ; ‘ | 

It will not be surprising if the 
North Pole is reached within the 
next two years. If fortune has 
smiled on Mr. Peary, he may al¬ 
ready have planted his flag there. 
Ever since Nansen stood as near 
the pole as New York is from Bos¬ 
ton, no Arctic authority has doubt¬ 
ed that the long-sought prize is at¬ 
tainable. It is a question merely 
of masterful leader, plenty of dogs, 
and three square meals a day. As 
sure as the sun rises, we shall 
know what is really at the northern 
apex of the world. It may be only 
a waste of ice-covered sea; but the 
truth, however dreary, will be gold¬ 
en treasure compared with the 
dross of Symmes’Hole, or the yarn 
evolved by Ilowgate from Eskimo 
legends of north-polar denizens 
living under a genial sun and mak¬ 
ing clocks and other New England 
kniCkk hacks, 

There is a revival of interests in 
polar research. Four Arctic expe¬ 
ditions are now in the field, or will 
soon reach it; one or two more are 
quite certain to follow next season. 
The carefully planned British and 
German expeditions to Antarctic 
waters, fitted out at an expense of 
about $700,000, will soon bo on their 
way, and will reach their destina¬ 
tion late next fall, when the Ant¬ 
arctic summer begins. Two more 
expeditions aie preparing to take 
part in south-polar work, but it is 
uncertain if they Will he ready to 
enter the field this season. It is 
doubtful if there WaS evef iiiore 
money invested in polar enter¬ 
prises at one time, {except during 
the search for Sir John Franklin, 
than at the present moment. The 
reason for this is that there are 
Still prizes to be won Worth seek* 
ing; and explorers think the chan* 
ces of winning them have increas¬ 
ed many fold in view of the great 
Improvements In methods and 
equipment that jhavo Shown bril¬

Dow to Do Them Up Without the* Aid. 

of a Stretcher. : r - y \ 
Wash your curtains and put them' 
through a well made but rather thin 1 
boiled starch ,ln which you have dis¬ 
solved a teaspoonful of salt, says a 
Boston Globe correspondent. Dry them- 
thoroughly; then as'thoroughly dampen 
them with lukewarm water; roll ,up in 
clean towels until they are damp all' 
over alike. Now, If you have a room - • 
With a carpet on the floor so much the 
better. If not, spread a thick blanket 
and over that a large clean sheet, 
Stretch It smoothly and tack firmly, to 
the floor with ordinary tacks, but don’t • 
hammer them’so hard that you can’t 
easily, withdraw them when you’re 
through. y~- r 

Now, if your curtains are ready 
spread them one at a time on the sheet. 
Begin at the top and pin right across, • 
being sure your curtain is straight, then 
across the bottom. When you come to 
do the sides, smooth your curtain from 
the center to the edge before putting in 
the pins. If the edge of your curtain is 
scalloped, put pins In each one after; 
smoothing it into shape with your 
hands. By the time you have it pinned 
down you’ll find the constant stroking 
has almost dried your curtain, and all 
that Is necessary is to go over it with' 
Irons, not too hot, until quite dry, Take 
out your pins, lift your curtain, and if 
you have as good luck as I always have 
you’ll find It very much like a-new one 
and not pulled to pieces on a frame.

How to Cook Rice, Mexican Style. 

Wash one large cupful of rice and 
spread It out on a dish until thoroughly 
dry., Put a scant tablespoonful of good 
lard ih a .frying pan and let it heat. 
Add the dry rice and stir constantly 
until the rice becomes opaque, but not 
brown. Each grain will then be sep¬ 
arate, Have ready two-thirds of a cup¬ 
ful of tomato rubbed smooth, a small 
onion and a sprig of parsley chopped 
fine and a small fig of garlic if desired. 
Add these to the rice and stir, it thor¬ 
oughly over a low fire. Add two cup¬ 
fuls of either soup stock or water and 
season with salt. On top of the rice 
lay a large green chili pepper from 
which the veins and the seeds have 
been carefully removed. Cover the 
dish and allow to simmer gently for 35 
or 40 minutes. If the rice is found to 
be uncooked, add a little hot Water and 
continue the cooking, but do not stir 
the mixture. 


How to Make Cnoamber Salad. 

Pare the cucumbers and put them 
into ice water. Whip stiff one and a 
half cupfuls of cream and fold Into it 
four tablespoonfuls of lemon juice, the 
same quantity of horse radish, a tea¬ 
spoonful of salt and two or three- dash¬ 
es of paprika. Stand this dressing on 
the ice. Just before serving dry the cu¬ 
cumbers in a napkin. Cut them in 
thin slices, dress with oil, vinegar, salt 
and pepper and arrange on a bed of let¬ 
tuce. Cover with the whipped cream 
and send any that may remain to the 
table In a bowl.

IMPROVE THE THROAT. 


Row to Remedy Defects Produced 
by II iff It Collars. 

The English fashion of breakfgst 
Jackets with low sailor collars is be¬ 
ing taken up by many^beauty seekers 
It Is a sensible and becoming style' 
and the best possible way to acquire a 
pretty neck and throat. Any numberi 
of society girls are making a practice 
of haying all their house gowns coil 
structed without collars, and as a cod-, 
sequence the Improvement in the color 
of the skin is much hastened. 

Absolute cleanliness is one of the 
requisites of a pretty neck. A thor¬ 
ough soaking in ^varm water and h 
pure soap should be given at least once, 
a day; then a rinsing jn clear warm 
water and finally in “cold water to 
close the pores. Tincture of benzoin 
added to the water.will have a whiten¬ 
ing effect on the skin. A few drops 
only are necessary. 

Often the neck is disfigured by dark 
lines produced by high and stiff neck- 
wearr In such a case cucumber milk 
will be found very beneficial. It should 
be well rubbed into the pores after 
they have been cleansed by the warm 
water and soap and before the cold wa¬ 
ter is used. 

Probably the tissues are relaxed, and 
a general flabbiness is the result. To 
remedy this procure a good massage 
cream, and after the fingers have been 
annotated rotate the muscles of the 
neck firmly in a slanting direction 
from under the chin toward the shoul¬ 
ders and from the middle Of the throat 
backward and upward toward the ears, 

Breathing exercises will do much to¬ 
ward rounding out and strengthening 
the throat muscles. 


How to Make Pot Cheese. 

When you have a couple of quarts of 
clabbered milk, pour it into a tin pail 
or a saucepan and stand it In another 
larger kettle with hot water over the 
fire. Let It stand till the milk Is just 
heated through; then pour it Into a 
bag made of cheesecloth. Dang It up 
and let it drain till perfectly free from 
whey, which is the watery part of the 
curdled milk. When it is drained, emp¬ 
ty the curd from this bag into an earth¬ 
en dish, wet it with a little Cream, mix 
a generous quantity of. butter with it, 
working it through with your hands, 
Season it with a little salt and make it 
up into balls or pats and put it away In 
a cool place. 


How to Pan Tomatoes. 

Panned tomatoes are excellent served 
with roast meats. Put in a pan with 
two ounces of butter six firm tomatoes 
that have been cut and halved. Cook 
slowly on the top of the range for ten 
minutes, then brown quickly in the 
oven. Remove the tomatoes to a hot 
platter and make a sauce by adding to 
the browned butter two tablespoonfuls 
of flour and after It is rubbed smooth 
one pint of inilk. Stir until boiling. 
Season well with salt and pepper and 
pour over the tomatoes. Garnish with 
parsley and points of toast. 


How to Cure Wrinkles. 

After well washing your face at 
night in hot water, using any good 
soap, dry thoroughly and then rub in a 
little good cold cream, well massaging 
the wrinkled part. Wipe off any su¬ 
perfluous grease and then bathe it in 
cold water, to which rosewater and 
simple tincture of benzoin, which any 
chemist will mix' for you in the right 
proportions, have been added In tbe 
proportion of half a teaspoonful to a 
pint, till your face glows. Afterward 
dry thoroughly. 


How to Cream Canned Salmon. 

Make a white sauce of one table¬ 
spoonful «of butter, one tabl'espoonful 
of flour and one cup of milk. Season 
this with a little cayenne pepper. 
Break the contents of one can of salm¬ 
on into small pigees and add them. 
Stir In one teaspoonful of lemon juice 
and a very little mace. Use chopped 
parsley for a garnish. This dish is 
Improved when the mixture is put In 
shells, covered with buttered crumbs 
and browned in the oven. 


How to Make Matton Custard. 

Fill a buttered custard dish with 
stale bread crumbs and finely chopped 
cooked mutton, lightly mixed. Beat 
one egg and add to it half a cupful of 
inilk and a few grains of salt. Pouf 
this mixture over the meat and crumbs 
and bake it in a pan of hot water of on 
top of the stove until the egg Is lightly 
set. Do not allow the water around the 
custard dish to boil, or the egg will 
harden. 


Mow to. Make Strawberry Preserve. 

To every pottnd of berries allow a 
pound of sugar. Put the fruit and 
sugar in alternate layers in an agate 
or porcelain preserving kettle; let it 
stand an hour to draw out the.juice; 
put over the fire and cook slowly iintii 
the juice is thick. Put up in small 
glass jars and keep in a dry, dark 
place. 


IIow to Repair Meerschaum, 

To cement moersehatitfi pipes make a 
glue of finely powdered and sifted 
(chalk and white of egg. Put a little of 
this glue on the parts to be repaired 
and hold them pressed together for a 
moment. ; 


Mow to Remove Iiik Spots, 

Ink spots oil cotton, silk w. woolen 
fabrics should bo treated with turpen¬ 
tine, , Saffiffite the Sprits with "Spirits 
of turpentine and let -it remain sovetal 
hour 0 ; then rub it between the hands.

How to Renovate Crape. 

To renovate black crape dip in a 
scalding hot mixture of water, milk 
arid glue, tbe last In strictly limited 
quantities. If afterward clapped and 
pulled dry, like fine muslin, it will look 
as good as new,. Black crape muslin 
may be successfully washed. Make a 
strong lather of^boiling water and soap 
and’allow ,if, to'cool. When cold, wash 
the muslin quickly, then dip It at once 
Into clear cold water to which has been 
added a little salt. Squeeze out the 
moisture and hang tbe muslin in the 
open air to dry. The more rapidly It 
dries the better,
